Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wates on 30th June 1926, was: males, 1,181,537; females, 
1,137,831; total, 2,319,868. The increase since 30th June, 1925, 
was 46,299 and since the census in April, 1921, 217,400, 


Vital Statistics—September Quarter, 1926.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in September quarter, 1926, numbered 13,374, equivalent to 
an annual rate of 25-07 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,701. 
which is equivalent to 9°83 per 1,000 of population. The annual 
rate per 1,000 population of the 4,368 marriages registered was 7°53. 
Compared with the average of the September quarter of the pre- 
ceding five years the death-rate was 10 per cent. higher, while the birth- 
rate was 11 per cent. and the marriage rate 1 per cent. lower. 

Sydney and Suburbs.—The births registered in September quarter, 
1926, numbered 5,421, equivalent to a rate of 20°87 per 1,000 of popula- 
tion per annum; of the total, 2,748 were males and 2,673 females, 
The rate is 11 per cent. below the average of September quarter 
of the previous five years. 

The deaths in September quarter, 1926, numbered 2,636 namely, 
1,386 males and 1,250 females. The mortality rate of 10°14 per 1,000 
of population per annum is 5 per cent. below the quinquennial rate 
for the September quarter. The deaths were below the average in age 
groups under | year and 5 years and over, but exceeded the average for 
the age group 1-4 years. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 60-0 per 1,000 
births, and is 2 per cent. above the average for the September quarter 
of the previous five years. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Jmports.—-The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the September quarter, 1926, were valued at 
£17,516,332 and showed an increase in value of £2,894,329 in com- 
parison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. Separating 
merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of merchandise 
increased by £2,913,421, and gold decreased by £19,092. The total of all 
oversea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1926, was £64,005,995, 
a decrease of £2,315,752 in comparison with the previous financial year. 

Ezports—-The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
September quarter, 1926, amounted to £16,100,310, being an increase in 
value of £4,880,513 as compared with the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), 
the exports of merchandise decreased by £1,871,446, and gold increased 
by £6,751,959. For the year ended 30th June, 1926, the total of all 
oversea exports was £54,008,745, being a decrease of £6,568,460 com- 
pared with the figures of the previous financial year. 


Imports at Sydney._—_lixcluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney in September quarter, 
1926, were valued at £23,604,972. The following is a summary of the

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During the year ended 30th June, 1926, the Oversea Imports at the 
port of Sydney were valued at £61,616,002 and the Interstate Imports 
by sea at Sydney were £21,834,431, and the State seaward Imports, 
£11,775,509, the total value of all imports at Sydney, excluding 
transhipments, being £95,225,942, For the same period the tonnages of 
the goods imported were as follows :— Oversea, 1,662,815; Interstate, 
704,103; State, 1,627,061: Total, 3,993,979 tons; and the tranship- 
ments—Oversea, 216,995; Interstate, 117,769; State, 50,396: Total, 
385,160 tons, 

Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the State revenue for the 
September quarter, 1926, was £9,420,497, being an increase of £348,581 
as compared with September quarter, 1925. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th 
Sepsember, 1926, over the previous quarter were: Returns per capita 
to the State by the Commonwealth Government, £28,023 ; Stamp Duties, 

£122,532; 


Railways, £273,669; Tramways, £33,024. Principal 
decrease was: Income Tax, £97,589. 
Phe State expenditure during September quarter, 1926, was 


£10,878,517, an increase of £1,040,094 as compared with September 
quarter of previous year.

Trading Banks.— The banking returns for September quarter, 1926, in 
comparison with the June quarter, 1926, show a decrease in deposits, 
including Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits, of £5,812,992 and the 
deposits were £5,756,039 more than in September quarter, 1925. 

Advances in September quarter, 1926, were £10,719,599 more than 
in June quarter, 1926, and £19,685,274 more than in September quarter, 
1925. 

The statement below affords a comparison of the current position with 
that of three months ago and twelve months ago.

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The proportion of coin, bullion, and Australian notes, and cash with 
Commonwealth Bank to total liabilities at 30th September, 1926, was 
20°3 per cent. 


Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 30th September, 1926, there were 
213 applications for 118,858 acres for original holdings under the 
Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned Soldiers 
Settlement Act; and 139,924 acres, representing 245 blocks, were 
set apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned 
soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1926, the number of 
applications for original holdings was 1,037 and the area applied for 
729,130 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings in the 
year were 417,255 acres, representing 1,159 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney it appears that during 
September, 1926, the prices of meat were 31 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 73 per cent. higher; and 
the prices for the two combined were 61 per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed a slight decrease compared with 
the previous month (August). Prices of meat and of other food and 
groceries were both slightly cheaper than in August. Flour and potatoes 
were dearer, while butter, cheese, eggs and oatmeal were cheaper. 

Compared with the corresponding month (September) of 1925, meat 
was 84 per cent. cheaper; other food and groceries were 5 per cent. 
dearer; and the two combined were 1} per cent. dearer. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.— During the September quarter, 1926, there was a decrease 
of 3 per cent. in the general level of wholesale prices, which is now 
334 per cent. lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 54 
commodities remained unchanged during the September quarter, 22: ; 
increased, and 24 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.— Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the- 
several Town Clerks, the number of permits granted for new buildings 
to be erected in the Metropolis during the nine months ended 30th 
September, 1926, numbered 8,128, as compared with 8,195 during the 
nine months ended 30th September, 1925. The suburbs in which the 
greatest activity was evident were Canterbury (with 1,065 new 
buildings), Randwick (with 1,031), and Waverley (with 684), 


Country Municipalities.—During the nine months ended 30th Sep- 
tember, 1926, permission was granted in country Municipalities to. 
erect 5,945 new buildings, of the value of £3,388.807 as compared 
with 5,470 of a value of £3,190,413 during the nine months ended 
30th September, 1925. 


Meteorology.—The rains were light over the greater part of New South. 
Wales during July, Some parts of the Central and Southern inland 
areas received more rain than desired, and Southern inland rivers were 
high. 

The monthly total was above normal in coastal areas between New- 
castle and Dorrigo, and in the vicinity of Wollongong, also in parts of 
the Tablelands, Slopes, and Riverina. August rains were somewhat 
above normal in south-western and southern inland areas, but below 
norma) elsewhere ; seasonal, prospects, however, continued good. The 
heaviest coastal falls occurred about the 22nd August, when several 
places to the north received between I and 2 inches. 

The highest temperature recorded during August was 86 degrees at 
Casino on the 30th, and the lowest, 15 degrees, at Kosciusko, on the 23rd 
August. There was a shortage of rain during most of September. 
Between the 25th and 30th general rains occurred and prospects became 
bright for a good season in regard to the wheat and pastoral industries. 
Frosts were experienced on a number of occasions and snow fell over 
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the extreme southern tablelands on the 5th September. The highest 
temperature of the month was 92 degrees at Wilcannia on the 21st, and 
the lowest, 11 degrees at Kosciusko on the 6th. At Sydney the highest 
temperature was 84-9 degrees on 21st, and lowest, 44:1 degrees, on 7th 
September. 


Labour Conditions in September Quarter, 1926. —'The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 

Employment —The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of September there were about 3,000 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 3,500 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included bootmakers, 
shipbuilding trades, saddlers, wool and_ basil workers, tanners, printers, 
and bakers. Employment was good for bricklayers, plasterers, plumbers, 
moulders, boilermakers, electrical workers, woodworkers, coachbuilders, 
tinsmiths, metalworkers, and stovemakers, and there was a scarcity of 
textile workers and of women for clothing factories and for domestic 
work. 

During the September quarter 11,366 men and 1,192 women applied 
-at the State Labour Exchanges for employment, 8,182 men and 2,109 
women were sought by employers through the agency of the Exchanges, 
and 7,876 men and 1,436 women were placed in positions. In the 
previous quarter 15,296 persons applied for employment, 9,798 persons 
were sought by employers and 9,199 persons were placed in positions. 

* Pislocations.— During the September quarter 23,219 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total loss 
amounted. to 114,309 working days. In the previous quarter 130,502 
employees were involved, with the loss of 1,138,526 days. 

Changes in: Wages.—There were increases in wages affeeted by Federal 
Awards during the September quarter, 1926.

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No. 54,—New South Wales Wheat Areas, 1926. 


The following estimate has been based upon reports from wheat growers throughout the 
State. ‘The total area sown was 3,657,900 acres, of which 3,331,600 acres are to be harvested for 
grain, and $26,300 acres cut for hay. 

As compared with the area sown in 1925 there was an increase of 960 acres, 

The area to be reserved for grain is 402,810 vcres more than was harvested in the preceding year, 


Following two dry months, the rainfall during March, April, and May was in excess of the 
average throughout the wheat belt, and in various districts the land was too wet to plough at the 
usual time, Late ploughing in some of the districts affected by the excessive rains enabled the area 
sown to approximate closely to that of last year, but in the Central Western Slopes, which received 
the bulk of the excessive rainfall in May, the decrease in the area sown, as compared with last season, 
was 121,057 acres. In the Riverina the area sown exceeded that of last year by 79,600 acres, 
although in several districts of this Division, where the wet season restricted ploughing operations, 
the area sown was considerably below last year, notably about Coolamon, Culeairn, Oaklands, and 
The Rock, where the decreased area amounted to 21,900 acres, 

Of the other principal wheat districts, the area sown in the Central Tableland, and the 
Central Plains were less than in last year, while in the North and South Western Slopes and North 
Central Plain the areas sown were greater. 

In 1925 wheat was grown on 16,988 holdings ; in the the current season 16,910 growers haye 
furnished returns, a decrease of 78, all‘of whom were cultivating small areas in the Coastal Division,
